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tensible, and so nearly effaced that it might readily have been mistaken for a, 
fold of tho vagina encircling tho upper part of the tumour. This sulcus, about 
two-thirds of an inch deep, could be traced all round tho circle, and at no point 
could tho finger or sound bo passed further. The colour was a deep straw- 

^°Sl?o had just finished a menstrual period, and I deoided to do the operation 
at once, so that it might bo completed before tho recurrence of another, lho 
ligaturo was applied on tho upper portion of the tumour (it could not bo called 
a ncok. for thero was lees narrowing than one would have expeoted), the ends 
being passed through a canula and made fast to a button moved by a screw. 

Tho first constriction was followed in about four minutes by pain, failure of 
tho pulse, which dropped from 120 to 90, coldness of the surface, vomiting, and 
other Bymptoraa of strangulation. It was immediately relaxed, and the pain 
subdued by opiates and inhalation of ether. During tho night, vomited twice. 
Slept at intervals. Opiate repeated. During the next day had copious serous 
discharco from vagina. Tho tumor tense, not tendor to touch.. Pulse 11*. 
Skin soft. Tho ligaturo again tightened, causing very severo pain, wlnoh re¬ 
curred in paroxysms. Opiates and ether repeated. ... . 

It will not bo necessary to give tho occurrences of each day, but I will merely 
sav that tho ligaturo was tightened every twonty-four hours as much as the 
patient coutd endure. Tho oxcretion of sorum continued quite freoly—at last 
attended with fetor. On tho eighth day tho tumour was less tense, but as it 
still scorned not to bo entirely detached, no efforts were made to remove it. 

Up to tho 9th day, sho was evidently improving in spirits, appetite, and 
strength. Sho had slept well tho previous night, and in the morning, without 
asking leavo, had her clothes changed and hor bed madoj and when visited, 
soon afterwards, she was very languid, unwilling to move, not mint but ter¬ 
ribly tired.” From this state of depression, sho never rose; her slight stock ot 
strength had been entirely wasted by this unnecessary exertion, and she died

strangulation of tho tumour having thus been effected without inducing peri¬ 
tonitis, and with comparatively slight constitutional irritation. 

Case III.—A young woman, tet. 2d. Second confinement. She stated to 
Dr. Ohanning that sho had unusual pain and hemorrhage during tho.delivery 
of the placenta. Was unable to nurse the child on account of deficient nip¬ 
ples, and flowing continued for a year, almost without interval. The exhaus¬ 
tion becamo extreme, and she seemed to bo failing rapidly. 

In this, as in the other oases, an ineffectual attempt was made to re-invert 
tho uterus before applying the ligaturo. She was unusually sensitive, andjt 
was sometimes necessary to ohango tho pressure of the ligaturo three or four 
times in tho course of a day. Tho tumour was separated in about a fortnight. 

From the symptoms which attended these threo cases, it is probable that 
inversion occurred at the time of delivery. There is reason to believe, how¬ 
ever. that it may tnko place gradually, and some evidence is offered fo show 
that it may occur a considerable time after on apparently natural delivery.— 
Boston Med. and Surg. Joum. 

Itemowl of the Enlirt ClavicU.-Vt. Geo. 0. Blackman, Professor of Surgery 
in tho Medical Collego of Ohio, states (WaUr^Lancet, Juno, 1850) that on 
tho first of May last, he saw, in consultation with Dr. Wm. Wood, a man aged 42, 
who had suffered from caries of tho clavicle for more than a year. lKo first 
fistulous opening formed near tho junction of the outer with the inner third of 
the bono, and just within this point it seemed excavated and expanded to a 
considerable extent. From its inferior margin there was a sharp and ragged 
bony projection which proved to be a truo exostosis. About an inch external 
to tho storno-olaviouiar articulation, there was a second fistulous opening 
through which a considerable quantity of matter was daily discharged. Tho 
adjacent integuments were of an unhealthy aspect, presenting every indication 
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Assisted by Drs. Wood, Gray, and his pupil, Mr. Jones, Dr. B. proceeded at 
once to tho romovnl of tlio bone. Tho patient having been brought, under the 
influence of a mixture of chloroform and ether, he commenced his incision 
about the middle of tho sternum, and carried it to the external fistulous open¬ 
ing. Great care was taken in isolating tho bone from its important connections, 
and it was divided with a saw at tho point above indicated, with tho hopo that 
tho external third might bo saved. On a more careful examination of tho lat¬ 
ter, however, it was found to bo in an unsound condition, and was removed to 
its junction with tho acromion. Tho interarticular cnrtilago at tho sterno-cla* 
vicular articulation was softeued, and a considerable portion of it hod disap¬ 
peared. Tho internal third of tho bono was disorganized boyond tho power of 
reparation or of removal, unassisted by art. Tho operation boing completed, 
u littlo lint was introduced, tho integuments brought together, and the wholo 
neatly dressed by Dr. Wood, under whoso skilful attention tho patient was en¬ 
abled in ten days to attend to his business. Three weeks have now elapsed 
since tho operation, and not an unploasant symptom has appeared; nor aro 
there any indications of tho extension of tho malady to tho sternum. 

Fatal Hemorrhage from Tapping an Ovarian Tumour. —Dr. E. A. Peaslee 
presented to tho Now York Pathological Society (Fob. 13, 18501 an encysted 
ovarian tumour, woighing 45 pounds, removed from a lady aged 41, who first 
observed a tumour in tho loftiliao region between.three and four years ago, 
which has gradually inoroased up to tho present time (Feb., '56), with slight 
fluctuations in sizo. It had from tho first been regarded as ovarian. Tho pa¬ 
tient was first seen by Dr. P. in May, 1855, she wishing to obtain his opinion in 
regard to tho propriety of an operation for its removal by tho largo abdominal 
section. On examination, ho found tho abdominnl ciroumforenco to bo 47 inches, 
tho walls of tho abdomen so tonso that ho could not dccido whether tho mass 
consisted of many or fow distinct sacs. The genornl condition of tho patient 
was so low, that ho did not for a moment entertain tho idea of an operation, 
and gave his opiniou accordingly. 

Ho did not again seo her till tho 25th of last month (Jan., '56).when ho was 
again requested to removo tho mass. To his surprise, nor condition had much 
improved sinco May,'55 (though alio had failed during the past summer) ; and, 
though the tumour had nson somewhat higher in tho epigastrium, her circum¬ 
ference was but 48 inches. Appetito pretty good, respiration Boinowhat hurried, 
though, whon Bitting or lying quiet, there was no dyspnoea. Bowels regular; 
action of kidneys rather free, lie did not, howover, advise tho oporation of 
ovariotomy; though to her inquiry, whether sho was apparently in as good a 
general condition as the two persons on whom ho had oporated successfully, ho 
was obliged to reply in tho affirmative; And, moreover, that it was impossible 
to ascertain whether the mass was adherent or not, without previously evacu¬ 
ating tho sacs, by tapping, to such an extent ns to admit a moro exact examina¬ 
tion, and that ho could not express any opinion in favour of ovariotomy without 
proviously tapping hor; and if, in doing this, he found the masB extensively 
adherent, or could not decide that it.was not adherent, in that event ho would 
not entertain the idea of an.operation. He did not adviso tho. tapping oven, 
since, though ho regarded this operation ns hardly dangerous in any degree, 
sho was informed that tho mass might be made up of very many small sacs, 
and without a single large one, and in that case she would be disappointed, and 
he should not arrive at any positive result as to the adhesion or non-adhesion 
of the tumour. The patient had a decided aversion to boing tapped, unless she 
was assured that ovariotomy would follow, since a sister, who had boon tapped 
a few years since, for tho some disease, died a week after of peritonitis, and 
because sho supposed, if once tapped, a repetition of tho operation would bo fre¬ 
quently necessary. After a deliberation of five dava on tho subject, the patient 
again sent for Dr. P., and informed him that sho had decided to bo tapped, as 

preliminary to the decision of the question whether he would perform ovariotomy 

or not. The operation was performed, in the usual way, on tho 4th inst., assisted 
by Dr. Ranney, of Twenty-third Street. Her condition was good. Fluctuation 
indicated the existence of a distinct sac of considerable size, in and bolow tho
